\ Winnipeg, Nov. 12, °60. 

London, Nov. 12: Lord Roberts tele- 
graphing from Johannes>urg ~ under 
date of Navember 8th, gives an inter- 
esting report to the war office. He 
says: “Gen. Knox stzcites that he takes 
no credit for the very successful en- 
gagementi of November 6th, which was 
due in the first instance tv the determ- 
ination of Le Gallais never to lose 
rouch with the enemy again; second- 
ly to the able wey in which De Lisle 
handled the firixg lime after Le Gal- 
lais and Ross were wounded. Smith- 
Dorien reports that the two days fight 
ing mentioned was very hard. His 
force cansisted of 250 mountted trocps 
from the 5th Lancers, the Royal Cana- 
dian Dragoons and Mounted Rifles, 
two Royal Canadian Artillery guns 
fouri guns of the 84th Battery and 900 
men of the Suffolks and Shropshires, 
Qur casualties the first day were six 
killed and twenty wounded, chiefly of 
the Shropshires, who fought splendid- 
ly. The next day the Boers tried to 
sieze the strong position on the bank 
af the Komatti from which they were 
beaten out Nov. 6th, but were prevent- 
ed (by Col. Evans, of the Canadian corps 
and two of the eighty-fourth zua2s gal- 
loping! two miles and seizing it in tae 
nick of time. The rear, on the return 
march, was defended by Col. Lessard 
with the Canadian Dragocus and two 
Royal Canadian guns under Lieuten- 
ant Morrisey. Smith-Dorien says no 
pPraisd can ba too high for the devoted 
gallantry these troops showed in keep- 
ing aff the enemy from the infantry 
yonvays. In the afternoon an event 
unprecedented in this war occurred, 
when some 200 mounted Boers sudden- 
ly charged the rear guard to within 
seventy yards when they were stop- 
ped by the Canadian Dragoons. Dur- 
ing the fight sixteen of the Canadians 
fell into the haritls of the enemy who 
treated them kindiy and released them 
after removing thyir own ‘dead and 
wounded, during which operation the 
Canadians were compelled to lie - on 
their faces im order that they might 
noti see how heavily the Boers hedrsuf- 
fered. Qur casuclties were two killed 
and twelve wounded.” 

London, Nov. llth: A curious story 
comes from St. Petersburg to the ef- 
fect that when Kruger removed his 
capital to Machadodorp a number of 
burghers who had been left in the 
lurch, went north where they decid- 
edj to start\their own republic at Can- 
tonsburg.

Yarmouth, Nov. llth: Word has 
beer received here that’ the steamship 
Citi, Of Mon'ticelio, has foundered off 
Caps Fourchi. Forty-eight went down 
with (the doomed vessel. The City of 
Monticello plies between Yarmouth 
and Halifax and was bound for Hali- 
fax when she foundered. Care Four- 
chi, near where the’ vessel sank, is in 
the Bay of Fundy, aad is considered 
dangerous by the fishermen who fre- 
quent these waters. Recent storms 
have made these unusually dangerous. 
As yet there is no report to the ef- 
fect that any person was saved from 
the.doomed ship. The place where the 
Monticello struck is at the mouth of 
the Bay of Fundy where the waters 
of the Bay join those of the Atlantic. 
There are many reefs and shoals at 
this spat and the currents are many 
and changeable. it being one of the 
worst places on the coast. The gale 
last( night kicked up a tremendous sea 
and at the same time the vessel struck 
the waves were beating upon the rocks 
and, sending spray for hundreds of feet 
over the land. Yhe Monticello was on 
her way from St. John to Yarmouth, 
a full freight and a fairly large ‘pass- 
enger list. Just before she founder- 
ered an attempt was made to reach 
the land in a smali boat in charge of 
the quartermaster. It contained 3rd 
officer, Fleming, a stewardess named 
Smith, and three passengers. This 
boat was smashed by. a huge boulder, 
the occupants being hurled high upon 
the besch ait Pembroke, uninjured, It 
is believed these are the only survivors 
of the forty. 

Washington, Nov. llth: A startl- 
ing statement is made in the report 
of Rear-Admirzl Crowninshield, chief 
of the navigation bureau, that the 
present personnel of the navy, would 
form barely one-fourth the total es- 
tablishment’ necessary to fight a first 
class rower. It barely sufficed for the 
Spanish-American war and can noe 
longer be considered, the rerfort says, 
as an effective nucleus about which 
a larger establishment could. be form-

Sat- 
day’s disappdintment and the rain 
which fell at ‘noon jto-daly gave the, im- 
pression that thera would ba no great 
crush, but it is impossible to doubt 
that the mightiest mass of humanity 
that ever assembled with a common 
object gathered in London to-day to 
take part in the demonstration. It 
would be difficult to describe the 
character of the weicome'which Lon- 
don’s millions have given these 1,206 
returned volunteers. There is no 
doubt of its heartiness, but there was 
a new pervading nate, which 4 was 
grin and, menacing. Their shouts 
cries, and cheers were a world defi- 
auce, and there is ample evidence that 
the war fever is still burning hot in 
the veins of the British people. This 
is a surprise, for before the election 
there were signs that the South Af- 
rican war was becoming unpopular.

Thousands of people were rushing 
init ‘ths eity at an early hour in the 
morning, and the streets were jammed 
along the entire route with a cheer- 
ing, pajtriotix, singing multitude. It 
was th» greaitest popular demonstrate 
tion he Empire has ever seen. 
Busiress was alta pragtical stand- 
still, and every coign of vantage was 
utilized by the great masses of hu- 
maaity. 
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TORONTO WELCOME THE TROOPS. 
Toronto, Nov. 5: All day and far in- 
to ‘the night the demonstration in hon- 
or of the returned soldiers has been 


kept up. The streets have ‘been’ Jam- 
med with thousands upon thousands 


of people. The cheering was incess- 


arti on the line of march, reaching, a 
climax as the men in khaki passed 
py. The men, on the whole, . luoked 
mais and hearty. A few rode in the 
carriages, snore or less invalided. The 
procession’ included at least 10,000 peo- 
ple, ‘the principal corps being « 2,000 
militia, ,ymade up of the local corps. 
'Peterboro and the 13th, of Hamilton; 
2,000 boys, including the Boys’ *Bri- 
gade; public school drill corps and the 
cadets: 1,500 studenits; and 2,000 mem- 


bers of the Sons cf England. All the 
other societies” were represented, ac- 
cording to their strength; numerous 
interesting features and a few comic 
floats. Hundreds of ‘the leading men 
di the city were in the procession. The 
mer inl khaki did not march alone or 
very regularly. 

When they reached North Toronto 
they found themselves in the arms of 
fathers, brothers, and friends, and 
many of these remained with them on 
the march. When the men reached 
the armories there was a brief, but 
{interesting ceremony, in the shape of 
the official welcome home, which was 
given, by Ald. Les ie, on' behalf af the 
reception committes,° Captain -Barker 
responding} on behalf of the men. Ald. 
Leslie read the following telegram, 
which was loudly cheered from Her 
Majesty the Queen, just received from 
the military department at Ottawa: 

“Her Majesty, the Queen, has heard 
with pleasure. of ‘the safe return of the 
Canadian contingent, and desires to 
thank them most cordially for the ser- 
vices which they have rendered Her 
Majesty.” 

The city was gaily illuminated  to- 
night, ani firecrackers, bombs - and 
horn, bldwing were indulged in lavish- 
ly. The daly altogether was a remark- 
able demonstration. The weather was 
magnificent, save for the interrurpition 
in the shalpe of < miniatture blizzard 
shortly after the march ended, which 
tore down many smaller decorations 
and did some damage aroqund the town, 
A half hour’s fierce rain followed, then 
fine weather again.

When! Canada has her branch of the 
Roya! Minit there will be four colonial 
branches, as there are already three 
id Australia. ‘Those at Melbourne and 
Sydney were established about forty 
years ago, buti that at Perth, west- 
ern Australia, was completed in 1898. 
These branjches are directly under the 
control of the Imerial authorities, but 
receive an annual grant each from the 
colony, in which they are located, any 
surplus of revenue being returned ito 
the coionial treasury. The grants 
from earch colony are £20,000 annually, 
but in 1898, ‘the surplus returned in 
the, case of the Melbourne branch was 
over £8,000. In 1899 these branches 
coined as much gold as did the Royal 
Mint, a large demand being made from 
South Africa on account of the ar- 
proach of war. In 1899 the Royal Mint 
coined for Canada the militia medals, 
over two million copper, three million 
five’ceat pieces, ani 1,212,000 ten-cent 
pieces, There are also mints at Cal- 
cutta and Bombay.

Lord Strathcona was recently tend- 
dered a reception in Toronto. A To- 
ronto paper thus briefly. describes the 
event, 


The tribute which Lord Strathcona 
and Mount Royal received from the 
hands of the people of Toronto yester- 
daly will not only take rank among the 
greatest honors ever paid a visitor to 
this city, but it will live in tha memor- 
ieq¥ of those who witnesed! it ag beine 
an occasion on which many. important 
deliverances were made ufon the fu- 
ture of Canada by one whose know- 
ledge of this country is, perhaps great- 
e*® than thajt of any other man. The 
guest of the day came up from Mon- 
treal oni the morning train. He was 
entertained at luncheon by Sir Oliver 
Mowat at government house, and af 
terwards received many well-known 
citizens, The chief event of the day. 
however, was the great ‘board of trade 
banauet at the Pavilion in the even- 
ing. About tthe tables sat rapresen- 
tatives of every profession and every 
branch of industry and commercial 
activity, amd they were numbered by 
hundreds. His welcome came from the 
president} of th city’s board of trade, 
the premier of the province, the head 
of a greait educational: institution, and 
from, others, as representative of their 
different callings, and their recital of 
his achievemenits and his munificence, 
and/ his splendid address in acceptance 
of the honor shown him. were delivered 
beforg a galthering which was in many 
ways the mdst brilliant that the city 
had in its history seen. Lord Strath- 
cona’s most stirring words were upon 
his strong belief in the unity of the 
British Empire, and he made the state- 
menti that in’ the development of this 
result a Pacific cable would, in his 
opinion, be constructed by the

the storm. The cavalry — advancing 
nonth of the town were fired wpon 
heavily by mounted infantry, and the 
battery wes ordered through the 
town ouit to the slopa on the north to 
assis} tha cavalry. The guns came in- 


ta action and made excellent practice.; 
in fact, Om several accasions the = 
of our guns has been so “pretity” 
td excite very favorable comment es, 
on both the ranging ability of Major 
Hurdman and the work of the gun- 
layers. The Boers could be seen scur- 
Trying awaly at their best speed, and we 
made it as uncomfortable as possible 
fdr them. Relieved from the duty of 
holding this ridge, we marched back 
through the tawn to the south side, 
and came iato camp. General Buller’s 
division had moved in to the east and 
southeast of the tawin, our division tak- 
ing the sduthi side, No sooner had ‘we 
got comfortably setled into camp thar 
the same old puff af smioke—this tim 
from the very tdp of.the 1,500 feet 
height—the same old roar, and the ball 
was opened. The first shell struck a 
Spruit ait the foot of the slope! on which 
out samp lay, killing two men of the 
Royal Irish Regiment. This time the 
gun was not alone, for one after an- 
other five long-range guns opcned up, 
and fired from 2 o®%lock continuously 
till dark, and after =ight fell they 
seni, their mever-absent “good-night.” 
Tala guns distributed their fire over 
both camps, The first sheil was the 
signal for the moving of the itrans- 
port, Buller's wagons moving across 
the sprnuit in a long line, repidly doubi- 
ed up, the Kaffir drivers shrilling out 
their cries at the impassive oxen and 
eracking! their long whips like a fusi- 
lade of pistol shots. The Kaffir driver 
is quick when the fear of death’ lies 
before him—not otherwise. © Before 
One's eyes the plain gradually emptied 
itself of transport weigous, and most 
of the infanitry battalions moved: te 
more sheltered ground. The artillery 


camp received no orders to move, and 
sa it out, taking the precaution { to 
send the horses away to cover. The 


cow-guns, in position at the foot of 
our slape received orders from Genera] 
Buller} noti to fire, although the 5-inch 
guns from General Buller’s camp re- 
plied at intervals to the hill, making 
very good practice with lyddite, Be- 
side the cow-guins lay the camps of| the 
pom-poms, 20th R. A. and the R. C. 
A. Beforet, he horses could, be shifted 
aj shell feil in’ the 20th lineg between 
the pile of harness <nd the horses’ 
heels, burying and bursiing, but not 
killing any of the harses. Shrajpnel

After each 
burst a seamipler would be made for the 
bullets and fregmenks which - Urop- 
ped down everywhere. One frag- 
ment—the entire base of a shell—-show- 
edit tea be a six-inch shell, weighing 
probably 100 pounds. The flash and 
the’ smoke would appear on the ‘hills— 
then. a soul-consuming interval of 
38 seconds world elapse, then the roar 
of the discharge—and at the ~ same 
moment the peculiar increasing 
screech “of the shell, then the burst, 
the shower of bullets and fragments, 
and one’s mind lvad a load. lifted from 
it to find that he was still intact 
Some of the men of the 18th Hussars 
(who had been through the siege) said 
it quite equalled Ladysmith, so we did 
noti feel that we had been exciting, our- 
selves over trifles.

THE SITUATION IN THE TRANSVAAL. 

The striking revival of the Bocr war 
is timed to synchronize \with ex-Presi- 
dent Kruger’s arrivel in Europe. The 
faci that tbe Boors ng longer haveyan 
importanitj fixed position to ba attack- 
ed has left them free to indulgefin the 
rdving warfare which they are prose- 
cuting with such extraordinary suc- 
cess. The British nc longer have any 
definite objective for heavy operations, 
and are far from acquiring equal] nim- 
bleness with the Borr at scattered 
fighting. Tha burghers are now mas- 
ters of the country in the Western 
Transvaal around Vryburg. They al- 
so hold all tthe keys to the Southern 
Free Staite, and have repeatedly’ at- 
tacked the main railway from Pretoria 
to Cape Town, above the Orange river. 
They have held up four trains last 
week, and have taken supplies. They 
have alsa campolled the small Briitish 
garrisons att Reddersburg and Ven- 
tersbung to surrender. They took 'the

settlement. That that advice will be 
rejected is ‘dane but the offering of 
it will continue the Boer belief tbat 
thein struggle for independence is not 
hopeless yet. Moanwhile the Uitland- 
ers are becoming a ménace' to ‘the Brit- 
ish authorities. Sir Alfrod Milner, by 
refusing to allow passes for any Jaws 
to return to Johanmosburg, has made 
an occasion for agitation, the Uitland- 
er accusing him dQ 2 scheme ta plant 
tha Transveal with British families to 
the exclusidn of its previous foreign 
populatian. His dislike for the Polish 
and Austrian Jews is extreme and\un- 
concealed. Fortunately for him, they 
never fight, butt tha wealthier men of 
their race ara encouraging them open- 
ly in intriguing against Milner’s au- 
thority. The mining magnates are un- 
easy Over tha statement! that the cost 
of the war is 'to be paid by assessment, 

the Imperial exchequer paying only 
the cost of defending the colonial 
frontiers. The inhabitanis of small 
tdwns in ‘the Orange River Colony.and 
thie Vaal River Colony which are ocau- 
pied by British garrisons, have been 
treacherdusly, admitting the Boers and 
concealing ‘them in their homes. This 
practice appears to be spreading. Or 
October 25, fourteen British soldiers 
were killed at Jacobsdal through this 
kind of treachery.
